Times Change 


Senator Tart's bid for the Republican presi- 


dential nomination in 1952 has revived an opin- 
ion put Into circulation by his opponents many 
years ago and kept alive by their diligent ef- 
forts. 


They want as many people as possible to 


believe that the Ohioan would make a bad cam- 
paign if he ran for the presidency. They con- 
cede he would know what he wa» talking about, 
tha'fhe would be intellectually honest, and that 
he has one of the keenest mind* in public life.

A Slur On The Ethics Of Everyone 


Sometimes members of Congress 


inadvertently 
become 
humorists 


but often they do it with straight 
faces. 


Perhaps the most humorous docu- 


ment yet to be issued is the pro- 
posal by five senators that a na- 
tional commission of inquiry be 
set up by Congress to study ethics 
in 
government. Since the 
ad- 


ministration lately has been under 
fire on this subject, the pro-ad- 
ministration group may be seeking 
to divert attention from the mis- 
haps on the ethical front and to 
focus attention on everybody else's 
deviations from what are supposed 
to be ethical practices. 


It's a favorite device—to draw 


a red herring so as to obscure 
what is going on inside the govern- 
ment by blaming persons outside 
the government. 


This time, however, the five sen- 


ator* have outdone themselves in 
the scope of the inquiry they pro- 
pose. It is not to be confined to 
any small circle. It is evidently 
to include the whole range of hu- 
man behavior, thus poaching just 
a bit on what might be termed the 
province of the moralists,-including

all public official* and legislators 
with salaries above 110,000 a year 
to make public annually "their in- 
come*, asset*, and all dealings in 
securities and commodities". 


This i* a strange way to impugn 


the integrity of American public 
officials who happen to earn more 
than $10,000 a year. The assumption 
that a person with less than $10,000 
a year will not be tempted to do 
something unethical by taking a 
gift or a fee, but that the moment 
he makes M.0,000 he becomes sus- 
pect, will hardly »eem logical. Dis- 
honesty knows no income bracket. 


BUT PRIMARILY it will raise 


many serious questions. The com- 
mittee say*: 


''The revelation of such informa- 


tion will tend to deter individuals 


from accepting any income, holding 
any assets, or making any transac- 
tions which they believe are ques- 
tionable." 


But will it? Certainly the law 


wouldn't apply to the official's wife, 
brother-in-law, son, nephew, aunt, 
uncle or cousin who could carry 
on all these transaction* if the 
official wanted to be dishonest. 


The person without morality and 


honesty would not be deterred by 
any such law. As for the honest 
and ethical individual, he doesn't 
need any law to deter him. He 
knows what is honest and dishonest.

with fear for snakes. 


Through the centuries a mass of 


myth and superstition surrounding 
nakes has been developed. But fear 
of serpents is the most deplorable 
attitude of all the misconceptions 
people have of snakes, according 
n the Dayton herpetologists. 


The fear of snakes, according to 


snake scientists, is not instinctive. 


A baby will fondle a garter snake 


just as readily as it will a cute 
puppy. But a frightened mother, 
rushing to rescue her child from 
the harmless garter snake, can 
cause a life-time fear of all snakes. 


The herpetologist has conquered
